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noe good. Before noone the next day, nothing remayned of the whole building, 
nor any thing of our household stuffe. The burning was soe sudden, soe feirce, 
and soe violent, that our thresory and library was — TT onely a few 
things, and with greate danger, were saved. Nevertheless this misery was more 
grievous then any man without sorrow and teares is able to remember! yet it is scarce 
to be believed, with what diligence of the abbott, with what elemony iò of the nobles 
and other greate men, with what devotion of the people, and with what spede of 
the workemen, a new church, new houses, and a new pallace, was builded. All 
men almost thereabouts did bring in both wealth and worke; and wher afore all 


was timber covered with lead, now arose a frame li of stone goodly and beautifull, 


to the comfort of all religious and godly men. There was noe towne, noe citty, 
noe — noe hamlett, which did not supply them with many workemen and 
divers others helps, soe as very shortly after there wanted not any parte of the 
building whereof they stood need. Soe it appeareth by Petrus Blesensis. 
Unto Ingulphus, being dead, succeeded abbott Jeffridus; one that was very stu- 
dious in all good learning. He was a man who was a speciall favourer of all arts, 
and a famous advancer IT | | 
Henry another son of the Conqueror, egos 36 yeares; under whome leffri- 
dus lived the whole time, in the goverment of this monastery. The king was very 
well learned, and obteyned the sirname of Bewelarke; but hee was more given to 
hunting then to any regard of the commonwealth. This king and his brother 
king William lately deceased did many harms unto the comonwealth, in enlarging 
of forrests, and in makeing of chates, coverts, deare-leyes, parkes, and other war- 
rens. The very fens betweene Kesteven and Holland were made forrest from the 
bridge of Bast Deepin neare the chappell of St. Guthlake, now Markett Deep- 
ing, to the church of Swayton, on one side; and, from the bridge in Spalding to 
the bridge of Bicker and Wragmeresteake, on the other side, which fixed markes 
devided the North partes and the water of Welland the South. Howbeit, yee are 
to note, the fenne of Goggesland was not within the forrest, but specially excepted, 
because the king understood by Jeffridus the abbott, that it was parte of a sanctuary 
and of the holy churches — therefore in limiting this forrest, the king 
ted to Jeffridus the abbott and his suecessors many priviledges and immunities 
in the forrest, and that Goggesland should be accounted noe parte thereof. Hee 
alsoe granted him lycence to take bucks and other deere whatsoever were found in 
the ſen of Goggesland, or in any other parte of Croyland ; and also lycence to ever 
and inclose the said fen of Goggesland to the proper use of himself and his tennants.

Certaine Collections out of an Old Record at Croyland.

In the eighteenth yeare of the raigne of Henry the Third, Henry de Longo 
Campo, abbott of Croyland, did make a complaint against Hugh Wake, lord of 
Deeping, for impounding beasts of Gogptapd, which is within the limitts of Croy- 
land; whereupon there was an end made betweene them in the king's court at Lin- 
coln before certaine justices, as may, appeare more plainely in the same records; 
where alsoe it may appeare, that Hugh Wake did remise and quitt claime; from him 
and his heires for ever all right and clayme- that hee had in the aforesaid marsh to 
the said abbott and his successors for ever, with certaine reservations which 
plainely shew that the soyle of the said marsh did onely belong to the abbott and

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In the xijj® yeare of king Richarde the Second, in the dayes of abbott John 
1 by an ambulation for the setting out the markes of the 
divisions betweene Holland and Kesteven; as alsoe the limitts betweene Croyland 
and Deeping ;; wherein likewise it appeareth, that the aforesaid Goggsland is nbe 
part of the lordship of Deeping. | 
In the xyy** yeare of the said king, and the second yeare of abbott Overton, 
the inhabitants of ing came in a riotous manner, and overthrew Kenulph- 
stone, which was sett downe as the first division betweene Croyland and Deeping, 
and broke the same in peeces ; whereupon, the abbott then complayning to the 
king, hee did graunt an assize to bee holden concerning the same matter, where it 
was adjudged, that some of the best sort of Deping should bee committed to the 
castle of Lincoln, untill a new erosse was sett up againe; which was done by Deep- 
ing men without all delay, as may appeare farther in the said record. 

In the third yeare of Henry the Fifth, the aforesaid abbott Thomas and the in- 
habitants of Spalding did make an entrance upon the aforesaid Goggsland, where 
doth appeare in the same record, that it is solum separatum abbatis Croylandew ; 

| whereupon there grew a greate suite betweene the said abbott and the said inhabitants 
of Spalding, which at the last came to be arbitrated in the dutchy chamber _ 
certaine men appointed for the purpose. In the whole process whereof the®said 
Goggsland is called and adjudged to be solum and dominium Croylandee; wherein 
alsoe are sett downe the bounds and markes of Goggsland, shewing manifestly that 
it is within the lordshipp of Croyland, devided from Deeping and their owne proper 
soyle according to the said markes and bounds, as alsoe within the said towne of 
Croyland; as in reading through the said arbitrament doth abundantly appeare. 

The end of the suite was in the dayes of abbott Richard Upton, about the 11th 
yeare of Henry the vj. In the third yeare of abbott John Linlington the inhabit- 
ants of Spalding did make an insurrection against Croyland in Goggsland, where in 
the said record it appeareth, that a judgement in assize did pass against Spalding 
men; and they were condemned in i & x t. for their trespas, and xt for their 
costs in suit, which they paid to the abbott of Croyland, as may farther appeare in 
the same record. 

In the 34 yeare of Richard ye 34 and of abbott Richard of Croyland, the inhabit- 
ants of Deeping to the number of 300 did enter into Goggsland, and there violently 
carried away reed gathered by Croyland men, and committed many outrages; in 
which place of the record the said Goggsland is said de dominio proprio monasterii 
\Croylandic indubitanter existere.' OY & | 
- To note all the places in the records of Croyland, which doe prove iind confirme 
Goggeland to bee the proper soyle and Tordshipp' of Croyland, it were an infinite 
-worke; for; first it'was gran by Ethelbaldus in the 716th yeare of Christ, and 
so eontinued, and confirmed by the kings siecessively, as in their charters may 
appear partieularly. Therefore wee leave to write any more of them; onely notin 
one place in the charter of king Edred, wherein you shall find that hee confirmed 
to the monastery of Croyland of the guift of St. Markard his knight afl his lands 
of Deeping, with 20 houses, and 400 cottages, and two churches, that f to say, 
| whatsoever 
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whatsoever hee had in the said towne and feilds from the water of Welland 
towards the South to the feilds of Langtoft towards the North and betweene the 
feilds of Tallington towards the West, unto Aspath in the marsh towards the 
East; which Aspath is the bounde betweene Croyland and Deeping. * | 


These are inrolled in divers places ; besides they are to be found in sir Robert 
Wingfeild's booke, which belonged to the monastery there. 


Certaine Collections out of the Records of Croyland concerning the 
* Common of Goggisland. | 


First, it appeareth in the charter of king Ethelbald, a Dñi 716, that Goggisland ö 
was devided from Deeping fenn by certaine markes and bounds; which markes did | 1 
likewise serve for the division betweene Holland and Kesteven. The said king did 
alsoe give leave to abbott Kenulphus and his successors to build their towne in 1 
Goggisland, and to inclose as much of the same as they would; and as the words | 
of the record, cum omni commodo evenire vel extorqueri poterit tam subter 
terram quam supra, &c. -| 

It doth alsoe appeare, that the said Goggsland is infra villam Croylandic. | 

The same was confirmed by the kings succeeding, viz. Offa A Diii 793, to ab- 
bott Patricius ; by Kenulphus to abbott Sywaldus, Ab Di 819; by Withlafius to 
the said abbott, A® Dni 833; which king did grant to Croyland the first immunity, 
and that the bounds of their sanctuar chould extend from Kenulph's stone (which 
is the bound betweene Croyland and Deeping) to Oggott; and soe forth according 
to their antient bounds of Goggesland, that what offenders soever did flee thither 
should bee as safe under the protection of the abbott within the said bounds, as in 
the king's elosett or privy chamber. | 

The same was confirmed by Birtholphus to the afore-named abbott, A® Diii 
851. In whose charter, amongst other grants, are these words: Comuna etiam 
pasturæ omnium animalium vestrorum pertendit ultra dictos terminos mariscorum 
vestrorum versus occidentem usque ad edificia de Great Deeping, prout à funda- 
tione monasterii vestri hactenus possedistis.” 

In all this it is not found that Deeping did challenge any common in Goggsland ; 
but it is manifest, that in the next charter, granted to abbott Theodore of Croy- 
land by king Beoredus, A Diii 868, and those words contayned: Similiter confirmo 

« predicto , 
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predicto monasterio de dono Morcardi, militis mei, totam terram suam de Deeping, 
cum 200 mansionibus, & cotagiis 400, & duobus gcclesns; videlicet, quicquid 
habuit in eadem villa, & in campis ejus ab aqui de Welland ad austrum usque ad 
campos de Langtoft ad ejus aquam Lenn, it inter campos de Tallington ad ejus occi- 
dentem usque ad Aspath in marisco ad ejus orientem,” &c. Which Aspath is the 
first bound of G d. whereby it may bee gathered, that all, being now be- 

longing to the abbott (viz. both S and Deeping), and haveing common 
more then they could devour, they might common together without troubling the 
one or th' other. | 327 

From the time of king Beorredus till the time of king Edredus, wee doe not find 
any thing of the matter afore- named; for it is plaine, that the said Edredus in his 
charter granted to abbot Turkatullus, A® Diii 948, all his predecessors the kings 
before him had given and granted, notwithstanding many lands, were dispersed 
away from the said abbey, and the monastery destroygd betweene the said kings' 
times; but the bounds of Goggsland were againe renewed, and new markes of divi- 
sions set downe by abbott Turkatullus in a verrie dfy yeare. After this time, 
king Edgar granted his charter to abbott Turkatullus, A“ 966; wherein, amongst 
other things, hee confirmed unto him Goggesland by the same markes and 
boundes which within the former graunts are named, and allsve the said freedomes 
and immunities, which in former time the abbotts had enjoyed. In A Di , 
king Canutus did confirme to Brithmerus abbott of Croyland, amongst other things, 

land, with the same markes, bounds, and liberties, as before in king Edredus 

his time. In like manner king Edward the First confirmed Goggsland to Awlgate, 
1040. 4 

In the dayes of William the Conqueror, Richard of Ruloes, being married to 
the daughter and heir of Hugh de Ever“, lord of Burne and Deeping, attempted 
to inclose parte of the common fenn, to enlarge his towne of Deeping; which hee 
did not performe, untill hee had given to Ingulphus abbott of Croyland xx markes, 
to obtayne his good will and lycence for the same. The said king William did 
confirme to Croyland the charter of king Edredus, A Diti 1114. King Henry the 
1* did confirme to abbott Galfridus the charter of king Edredus, and did grant 
unto him and his successors a larger priviledge then any before him; the same 
was after confirmed by king Stephen, Henry the Second, and king John; as alsoe 
by Henry the Third in the eleventh yeare of his raigne. | 

In the 15th yepre of the raigne of Henry the Second, it doth y_ by the re- 
cord, that there was a suite betweene the abbott of Croyland and Baldwin Wake, 
concerning the common of Goggsland ; which at last was recorded in this man- 
nerd that is to say, That the said Baldwin Wake at Lincoln before Jeffery 
bishopp of Ely and others did remise and quit-clayme from him and-his heirs for 
ever all right and title which hee claymed in the marish aforesaid to the abbott and 
his successors for ever, with certaine reservations mentioned in the like case of 
Hugh Wake; viz. in the eighteenth yeare of the reigne of Henry the Third, the 
abbott of Croyland Henry Longcamp, and Hugh Wake the lord of Deepiag, men

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at controversie for the said Goggisland, where, in the record it is extant, did co 
in suite against Hugh Wake, to know by what right or title hee claymed the im- 
pounding of cattle in Goggisland; as aloe, that hee did not observe the conditions 
of agreement made betweene Baldwin Wake, grandfather to the said Hugh, and 
the said abbott ; and, after manie treaties concerning the same matter betweene 
the said parties, it was agreed betweene them at Lincoln before the abbott of Bard- 
ney and others in this manner (viz. according to the words of this record): Quod 
predictus Hugo remisit, & quietum clamavit de se & heredibus suis, eidem abbati & 
suceessoribus suis, & ecclesie sue de Croyland, totum juris & clamei quod habuit in. 

redicto marisco, cum pertinentiis; in perpetuum ; salvã tamen eidem Hugoni & 
— suis, & hominibus ipsorum, commun pasture in eodem marisco ad 
omnimoda animalia suachasimia & rechasianda, sine impedimento ipsius abbatis 
& successorum suorum recipiend'.“ 

In the reigne of Richard the Second, at the parliament holden in the 13th yeare 
of his raigne, 1390, a perambulation was granted for the finding out of the bounds 
betweene Holland and Kesteven, and the inquisition taken before Robert de Wil- 
loughby and others at the Stone Crosse super le Bridgdyke. In which perambu- 
lation the bounds of Goggisland are set out by the jury in the behalfe of the abbey 
of Croyland. It may bee objected, that, in the dayes of the said king, Thomas 
Holland earle of Kent being lord of Deeping, they did tmpound the abbott's cattle 
at West Deeping ; and did amerce him in their courts, that they did fish in divers 
waters belonging to the abbott ; and many other such like matters may bee alledged, 
too long to. write, which in the record may appeare ; but they are recorded for 
notable injuries committed against the abbott ; insomuch that the inhabitants of 
Deeping were threatened by the earle of Darby, then lyeing at Peterborrow, to have 
their houses burned, and theinselves slaine with the sword as enemies to the peace 
of the king, had they not humbled themselves to the said earle, and procured 
pardons. All which in the record is set out at large; as alsoe many extraordina 
facts committed, insoemuch that they are recorded for their outrages to be Deal = 
innati furoris;” and that they are © diabolico instinetu seducti,” &c. =D 

The like objections may be made in the behalfe of John earle of Somersett, lord 
in Deeping, against abbott John Littlington abbott of Croyland in the dayes of 
Henry the Sixth, all which are hkewayse recorded for injuries: and the earle him- 
selſe, being made duke, did write a letter by his steward of Deeping, that noe oc- \ 

- easlon of injuries ahould be offered to the abbott and his ministers, as in the record 
more plainely appeareth. . 

In the yeare of our Lord one thousand three hundred and eight, there was a suite 
depending betweene the abbott of Croyland and the prior of Spalding for the tithes 
of sheepe in Goggsland ; and, amongst other proposicions 13 in that case, 
one Roger Garder of Sutton, 60 yeares old, being demanded how Goggisland was 
divided from other places adjoyneing, and by what boundes and markes, answered, 
that upon the North of Goggisland is a certaine place called le Woodload, which 
doth devide the same from a marish called —— and on the South parte of 
Goggisland in the water of Welland, * devideth it from a marish called Borne- 

1 ferry, 


| 
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ferry, and on the West parte of Goggisland is a certaine place called Kenulphstone, 
which devideth him from a marish called Deeping Fenn ; and on the East of Gog- 
gisland is a certaine water Spaldinghe, which devideth the same from the marish 
of Croyland Fenn, &e. 

It doth appeare by the record, that, notwithstanding many injuries offered unto 
the house of Croyland, yet untill the dayes of Henry the 7th and of abbott Ed- 
mund Thorpe, they did enjoy Goggisland in such manner as before they had done, 
and without loseng any of the right due unto them. 

It is not to bee found in the record, that Deeping did ever make any just chal- 
lenge of common in Goggisland, or did ever shew good evidence to keep the same 
(as the saying is) 8taffe-holding; but onely that they have taken common with the 
abbott, as hee hath done in Deeping-fenn, which in continuance of time hath 
growne to a custome; notwithstanding the said abbott for his owne common in 
the said Deeping fenn had many grants to shew, as before is rehearsed ; but Deep- 
ing none at all for common in Goggisland, &c. s

TO the Kyng oure liege lorde; piteously sheweth unto youre most noble high 
nes, youre subjects and true liegemen, th'enhabitaunts of the towne of Crowland, 
in the county of Lincoln. heras in the parliament bygun and holdyn at 
Westmynstre the xxch day of Januarie, the xx11* yere of the reigne of Kyng Ed- 
ward the 111, late passed to God, amonge other actes by the said late Kinge, 
by th'assent of his Lordes spirituell and temporell, and his Comens, in the said 

arliament then assembled, for certayn considerations it was ordeined and enacted,

The charnel-house, mentioned in p. 82, is now walled up, but open above.

The font, mentioned in * 83, is probably that of the original church, being

There are at the sides of it two pannels of similar work with the 
roof. The present font is octagon, lined with lead, and sided by four buttresses. 
Over the font has been made in the South wall a window. On the lower side of 


a stone lintel in one of the windows of the bell-chamber is an old inscription, 


partly concealed by one end of the lintel-being laid into the side wall, a proof that 
the bell- tower was built of materials of the old abbey.

* WITH respect to the derivation of the word Sempecta, it seems plain to me, 
from its sense and termination, as well as from the authority of the learned Du 
Fresne, that it is of Greek original, being a mutilation of the word avuraigns, sive 
Tup-Toixlop ' (qui cum pueris ludit, aut pueros Secum habet) : forsan etiam d 
c (aimul nutritus). In fact, we learn from Ingulphus; that the chief 
and distinguishing privilege of the Sempect@ was their having a youth to attend 
upon them, and to keep them company, when they dined separately in their 
respective cells in the infirmary, as they were allowed to do. Quinquagenarius 
autem, in ordine Sempecta. yocandus, honestam cameram in infirmitorio, de 
proven assignatione accipiat, habeatque clericum seu garcionem suo servitio specia- 

iter attendentem, qui exhibitionem victualium reeipiet, de parte abbatis, modo et 
mensura, quibus ministratur garcioni unius armigeri in abbatis'auls. Huic 
Sempect e unum fratrem juniorem commensalem, tam * junioris disciplina, 
quam pro senioris solatio, prior quotidie assignabit.” I quote the passage at 
length, as many of your readers may not have the Historian of Croyland at hand. 
W. X D. is certainly right in computing the 50 years necessary to constitute a 
Sempecta,, not from the time of his birth, but from that of bis religious profes- 


sion, or making his vows; which ceremony, according to the discipline of the 


century in question (for, this point varied at different periods), could not take 
lace before the age of 14; hence the Sempecta must, at the very least, have been 
4 years old.

« 'Fo speak now of the title itself, or rank of Sempecta. lt is certain, indeed, 
that the patriarch Benedict, as well as, the other monastie legialators, Shewed a 
great respect to old age, ordering that the abbot should consult with the monks. 
on particular occasions, and that the juniors should pay due deference to them, and 
should call them their Nonni when they addressed \ See Reg. c. 63. It is also 


manifest, that the usual time of acquiting seniority by age was the 50th year from the 


monastic profession; on which occasion a ceremony called the jubilee, in allusion to 
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the general jubilees of the Church, and to that of the old law, Levit. xxv. was, at 
least during thelatter centuries, performed in the monasteries of both sexes. On 
this occasion the jubilarian, as the person in question was called, after the perform- 
ance of divine service, was conducted to the altar, where a crown of flowers was 
placed upon his head, and a lighted taper put into his hands accompanied with 
suitable prayers and benedictions. In the end, a staff, the emblem of old age, was 
delivered to him, to support his feeble steps in future. Notwithstanding all this, I 
do not find in any of the antient rules, or commentators on those rules, or canonists, 
whomsoever, either the general distribution of the religious according to their ages, 
in the manner that is set down by Ingulphus, or the particular rank of Sempectœ, 
which is the subject of the present enquiry; and it seems plain to me that Du 
Fresne and other moderns Gon been mis-led by the passage above quoted, in 
ascribing the regulations of a particular abbey to the whole monastic institute. 
Indeed, it is expressly there said, that the ordinances in question were made for 
his Monastery of Croyland by the celebrated abbot Turketul, who had exchanged 
the condition of the chancellor and victorious general of his country against the 
Danes for that of an humble monk in the aforesaid monastery. The abovemen- 
tioned learned author, indeed, quotes the word iSempecte& from another writer, 
who was by birth an Englishman, and the contemporary of Ingulphus, namely, 
Ordericus Vitalis; but with him it occurs in quite a different sense from that of 
Ingulphus, not as signifying antient monks, but the youthful companions of a 
secular prince. He has also discovered the original Greek word ovaraixlag in 
Palladius's Lausiac: Histor of the Eastern Solitaries, so called from its being 
dedicated to Lausms, the governor of Cappadocia, written at the beginning of 
the fifth century; but there it oecurs, not as signifying the solitaries themselves, 
but the young disciples who, in some instances, attended upon them. It is 
probable, however, that this very passage, which has always been in much vogue 
amongst recluses, might have furnished Turketul both with the name of Sempecta, 
and the idea of the peculiar privilege which he conferred upon those whom he 
appointed to be called by that name. The reasons of this abbot's peculiar vene- 
ration for the antients in his convent, whose names, to the number of five, Ingul- 
phus records, we are informed, were, that they had instructed him in his religious 
observances, and that they were the only remaining members of the old monastery 
of Croy land, whose companions had suffered martyrdom at the hands of the Danes 
in the heroical manner which Ingulphus describes. We are struck at the amazing

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the more common acceptation of it; and, though what he has advanced has a ten- 
dency to illustrate it, I must own that there are still to my apprehension some ob- 
scurities not dispersed. But he has so far succeeded, that I am become less san- 
guine than I was respecting the pertinency of the conjecture it has been my purpose 
to offer to his judgment, and to that of other readers of your Miscellany, whom 
curiosity may prompt to endeavour to investigate the sense of a monkish annalist. 
* No grounds do I see for controverting Sempecta's being a Greek word; and it 
is admitted that in a leading particular it will apply to the rule introduced for, the 
ease of the old monks of Croyland abbey.

Zut Sempecta is the word, and in literary as well as other property long possession 
has the greater majority of points in its favour. It is not to be ousted by hypothe- 
tical arguing. Io effect this end, the writ of ejectment must be clear and forcible. 


The question then turning on a matter of fact; what is the proof in support of this 


prescriptive claim, and can it be countervailed by similar evidence? In print it bas 
subsisted 200 years; for, Ingulphus's history by Savile was published in 1596; and 
what was the age of the transcript he trusted to? Fulman, in the edition of 1684, 
is said to have supplied from various MSS. the omissions of Savile, and to have 
added an entire part at the conclusion. How nearly do these various MSS. approach

«© CONSIDERING the situation of Croyland abbey, that it © was on a raw and 
fenny island, encompassed with bogs and pools,” the long-protracted lives of 80 
many of its members is a matter truly astonishing. Of the'eight monks who, to- 
gether with their abbot Theodore, were massacred by the Danes in the year 870, 
two were centenaries (dom, Grimketulus et dom. Agamundus, qui ambo centum 
ætatis annos exegerant, gladiis in claustro transfossi, in loquutorio, sunt inventi. 
Ingulphi Hist. p. 493. a.) And, in the year 973, there were five monks, of whom 
the youngest was 113 youn old. On being reminded by Mr. Milner, (p. 650) of 
the ages of Clarembald, Swarting, and Turgar, and to these he might have added 
Brune and Aio, the other two Sempectœ, I could hardly avoid suspecting that 
there must have been a mistake either in the Historian's report, or in his authorities. 
Ingulphus might have had his information by oral tradition, or from the collections 
compiled by the tœ, or from Turketul's Life written by abbat Egelric II. 
And, whichever might be the source, it may be presumed that the knowledge of 
the ages of these veterans originated from themselves. But, difficult was it for 
most persons to be assured of their respective ages, at a time when there was not, 
as far as s, a public register to authenticate the dates of their baptism, or any 
family Bible, or book of devotion, in which parents were so caxeful as to ascer- 
tain the natal days of their children. In particular, with respect,to the members 
of monasteries, it is noticed by Mr. Milner, that the time of a monk's being pro- 
fessed, and not his natural age, was what was enquired after and minuted. Bo. 
sides, it is not uncommon in persons, after they admit themselves to be antients, 
either from a defect of memory, or from, vanity, to add more than a year to each 
Succeeding year. Making, however, a full allowance for all these circumstances, 
it is-in evidence that the youngesl of the five rug + must have completed his

that all possessed their intellectual faculties. When Turketul, two years after his 
promotion to the abbacy, accompanied by a numerous suite, made a progress 
through every corner of the island, the Sempectc travelled with him in a chariot. 
To their memories he trusted for a description of the lands which the Community 
had formerly possessed ; and on them was the reliance for a correct account of 
their antient rights and privileges. This council of elders, whether they might 
be denominated Sempectœ, or Senectœ, were the advisers and coadjutors of the 
abbat in every material article that related to the monastery; and, it was not till 
after the new regulations for the government of this fraternity had been maturely 
weighed and approved by them, that they were enacted as standing ordinances. 
(Edita itaque a prædictis 5 Sempeetis ista preemissa veteris monasterii historia, 


statutis etiam veherabilis abbatis . per dictos Sempectas longo

Far short of the days, of the years, of the lives, or of the proſessions, of these 
Sempectœ, were the days of the institutor of this peculiar elass, Turketul dying in 
the 65th year of his age, and the 27th of his monachism (p. 505). And, not- 
withstanding, when compared with the Sempectœ, he was not to be deemed an old 
man, it is said that he was broken down by the infirmities of age, through the 
immense labours he had undergone in the vigour of life, and the many wounds 
he had received. For, Chancellor Turketul, though a prebendary of Vork cathe- 
dral, and offered by his sovereign the bishoprick of Winchester, and afterwards of 
Dorchester, was, as Mr. Milner has remarked, a successful warrior. The last battle 


in which he distinguished himself was against the Northumberland Danes, aſter the 


retreat of the Scots in 947, when a before unheard- of number of the Pagans were 
slain. Turketul was wont to glory that, in this severe conflict, the Lord 

him; and he expressed the happiness he felt on his being so fortunate as never to 
have killed a man, or maimed an individual. (Ceeidit ibi Paganorum copia inau - 
dita.

AÆsop's writings, if not in the original, 0 in the translation by 
Alfred, were probably well known to Turketul; and, had he

In the Croyland cloister his conduct was respectable ; and, as abbat, his mode 
of government conciliating. For the benefit of conversing with Turketul, several 
men of learning resorted to that monastery, from whom he did not expect a strict 
adherence to the Benedictine rule, unless such practice was quite agreeable to their 
disposition; and it was his endeavour to relax the rigid rules of the order even to 
the monks themselves, when advanced age required an indulgence.

Strong as were, doubtless, the natural talents of Turketul, and much as he 
had improved them by — and the society of learned men, he seems to have had 
as full a confidence in the efficacy of relicks, as well fictitious as real, as any devotee 
of those times; and in no age was the veneration of relies more excessive. He en- 
riched his monastery with an ample collection that had been presented to him by 
rsons of the Highest rank, and particularly by Henry, emperor of Germany, 
ugh, king of France, and Louis, king of Aquitain. Bartholomew, to whose 
honour the monastery of Croyland was dedicated, was the tutelary saint of this 
abbat; and, from the Emperor, he happily received the thumb of the Apostle, 
which he constantly carried with him, and with which he crossed himself in all 
ils by sea and land.

I.) but which contains the fullest account of any extant, 


has not mentioned Croyland abbey, perhaps because the claim of sanctuary was not 
restored to that community after its re-establishment under the auspices of Tur- 


ketul ; and yet there are some specialities recited by Ingulphus that ought not to 


pass unnoticed. This privilege, in its utmost latitude, was granted to Croyland 
abbey by vitglaph, who, by intrusion, became king of Mercia about the year 
800. hatever might be the offence of the criminal, if he was so lucky as to 
escape to this monastery, and, imploring the favour of St. Guthlac, took an oath of 
perpetual fealty and service to the abbat and his brethren, he was to be protected 
in every part of the island as in an asylum, and to enjoy the same peace and im- 
munity that he would be entitled to in the royal chamber; and any officer of the 


king, who should, by molesting him, violate this privilege, was to suffer the loss of 


his right foot. The privilege was extended to all the waters surrounding the 
island, in which the fugitive might navigate, or fish, or perform any other service 
assigned him by his lords the monks. But, on its being proved, on the oath of 
six credible men, that he was discovered beyond the limits of the five waters, as 
Shimei was found without Jerusalem, he was to be amenable to the public 
laws, and undergo the punishment-of the crime he had perpetrated, whether. it 
were death or dismemberment of limb. In case the fugitive committed upon the 
island, or within the outer banks of the river, murder, or theft, or other offence, 


by which a forfeiture might be incurred, the bailiff of the monastery was to 


. apprehend him, and imprison him in the abbat's gaol, where he was to be judged

The History of Croyland abbey having been compiled by a Benedictine monk, 
Walker could not have the same inducement to apply or knife, or seissars, or pen, 
in eurtailing or altering this MS.; and, therefore, it may be presumed, that not one 
of the several sheets is missing in which Sempecta is supposed to occur. But, it 
being now discovered where this stray MS. is preserved, it were to be wished that 
it might be collated with the other MSS. of the same history that are extant in 
Oxford; for, I agree with B. B. vol. LXVI. p. 906, that, till this be done, the 
question about the true reading must be undecided. May I, however, be per- 
mitted to repeat that, in my opinion, there is not an etymological meaning 80 
appropriate in Sempecta as there is in Senecta? To the barbarism of Senecta he 
ends not considering that barbarous Latin is not uncommon in Monkish 
writers, or that Senecta is really per se a classical term, which, as apprehend,

FARTHER ACCOUNT OF ST. GUTHLAC. 


(From Sir Tonus Cavz's MS Collections for Lztcesrensmns.) 


GUTHLAC was a celebrated Saint and Anchorite, descended from the blood 
royal of the Mercian kings, born A. D. 673, about the termination of the Saxon 
Heptarchy, when Egbert, seventeenth king of the West Saxons, reduced the ge- 
nerality of the Saxon kings under his government, and became the sole monarch of 
this ono, having won the affections of all the West Saxons by the gentleness 
of his administration, and by their assistance brought the other parts of the island 
under his obedience *. | | 14 80 2 

If we may credit the relation given us by Felix the monk, the sanctity of his 
future life was foretold by the appearance of a cross near the house of his mother, 
during her pregnancy with him. However, his younger years were employed in 
the exercise of arms and military studies; and as he grew up to maturity he took 
up arms in the defence of his country, and obtained great reputation by his 8uc- 
cessful conquests, though his moderation even in victory was so remarkable, that 
he generally restored again to the vanquished. one-third part of the spoils he had 
taken from them ; but at length, tired with this dangerous and laborious calling, 
and reflecting on the transient vanity of worldly glory, and the lamentable end of 
many celebrated heroes of this world, he bid adieu to war and bloodshed, and or- 
dered his troops to elect a new leader in his room, declaring he would no longer 


ht under any other banner but that of Religion. Nor could all the arguments 

his affectionate followers dissuade him from his resolutions; for, A. D. 697, be, 
with great eagerness and haste, retired to the famous monastery of Reppington, or 
Ripondon (Repton), Derbyshire, and there embraced a religious life. Here our 
Saint spent some time; but, aiming at still greater austerities as the road to abso- 
lute perfection, he determined to lead an eremetical life, and, for his greater mor- 
tification, chose for the place of his retirement the isle of Croyland, at that time 
a most horrid and uninhabited place. Of this his seat of retirement he took 
session on the feast of St. Bartholomew, A. D. 699 F, being then but 26 years 
old; and ever after esteemed and reverenced that Apostle as his peculiar patron and 
defender. Is |

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St. Guthlac acquired great reputation &, and was much respected in his religious 
retreat at Croyland, where he preferred the exercise of piety and devotion to 
that of arms and warfare. Historians inform us, that nature seemed to have in- 
clined him for the toils of the latter profession ; but he exchanged the military 
for a spiritual ardour, and in a few years the spirit of war decreased in him, and 
the practice of religion became his ruling passion. 

leither in this Nin solitary abode h he fewer or less terrible foes to contend 
with, than when he directed the scene of war on a more public stage; for, the monk 
Felix, who wrote his life, assures us, that he was disturbed here by evil spirits, 
and infernal delusions, to as great a degree as St. Anthony ever was. The same 
author relates farther, that St. Guthlac was once hurried away from his cell by 
demons, and carried by violence to the very gates of Hell, into which they 
threatened to cast him, for having invaded their own island of Croyland, as they 
called it; but his tutelar saint, Bartholomew, defended him in this, as well as 
all other 'perils, and made them convey him quietly back again to his own cell, 
so that the saucy devils had only their labour for their pains. 

To make-our Saint amends for the disagreeable appearances of these .vexatious 
visitors, he had (if our author Felix is not misinformed) the daily society of an an- 
gel, who conversed with him, and remained invisible to every one but St. Guth- 

ac himself: for, his disciple Beccelin declares he had often heard him discoursing 
in his solitary hours with some other n, but was ever ignorant who it was, 
till St. Guthlac himself told him as he lay at the point of death. at 

The sanetity of this young hermit was so remarkable, that the venerable Hedda, 
bishop of Dorchester, and afterwards of Winchester, not only paid him a visit in 
his retirement, but also ordained him priest, making him sit down at the table with 
him; a form this Saint had not accustomed himself to since the day he first pro- 
fessed these religious austerities f. Guthlac was also in the highest esteem with 
king Ethelbald, who, long before he attained the dignity of a crown, had received 
prophetic assurances from St. Guthlac that he should one day or other be a king; 
and accordingly, on the death of Coelred, A. D. 719, he was called to the throne 
of Mercia. WEOW 1 - 

At the expiration of 15 years, from the time St. Guthlac took possession of his 
hermitage, his life m— also; for, on April 11, 7 14, this Christian hero breathed 
his last breath. He had a sister named Pega, who took the proper care of his in- 
terment; nor did he want other. evident marks of respect at his funeral, to prove 
the great esteem he, by his exemplary way of life, had gained from all who were 
not ignorant of him or his virtues; for, no sooner did 1 King Ethelbald hear of

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his dissolution, but he hasted with all possible speed to the place of his inter- 
ment *, and, requiring the attendance of one Kenulph, an eminent monk of Eve- 
sham , founded and endowed an abbey or monastery of Black monks at Croy- 
land, in the county of Lincoln, to the honour of St. Gutlilac, who had in his lie- 
time been a beloved counsellor to this monarch; and he made this Kenulph first 
abbot of the house }. ny 04% 91 to 9 | 
In process of time, as this foundation advanced towards some degree of perfec- 
tion, it was natural, in pursuance of the practice of these religious ages, to covet 
either the body of their founder, or of some particular sanctified person, to be de- 
posited in or near the foundation, on supposition that their place and establishment 
would acquire the greater share of respect and veneration from the reliques of such 
eminent personages. In obedience, therefore, to this custom, the body of St. Guth- 
lac was to be removed to some more honourable part of their house; and, in order 
to execute this ceremonious removal, his sister — with many other religious 
persons, about a year after his death and interment, attended, in order to open his 
sepulchre, and remove his reliques to some more decent repository than his original 
cell afforded; and found (as the ecclesiastical historians of those times say) his body 
quite uncorrupted, and only to all appearance overcome with a deep sleep, his 
joints being rather flexible than stiff, and his burial-cloaths as fresh and fair as on 
the day of Kia inhumation. Nor were these the only remarkable accidents that ap- 
— Ingulphus, and other authors, mention many extraordinary miracles that 
in those days were performed at his tomb. The reputation he bore was doubtless 
very eminent; and the whole writers who mention his name agree in their charac- 
teristic of him, as a counsellor to all who had donbts and scruples, a comforter of 
the afflicted, and a reliever both of corporal. and spiritual maladies, as well as a 
prophesier of future events. Locke | 
The veneration and esteem that the publick bore to St. Guthlac did not die with 
his person; for, those who supyvived him endeavoured to perpetuate his memory by 
every act in their power. Thus, we are —_ his figure was placed among nu- 
merous images of saints and holy men, which were erected as ornaments on the 
West tower and front of the church of Croyland; and not only was his statue 


placed in that manner, but he was farther represented in the arms of two angels, 


who were conducting him to Heaven: so much was the memory of this good 
man revered, and so prophetic of his condition: after death were his portraitures 
expressed by those who knew and remembered his deserts||. In the church also

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was a costly shrine of Guthlac; and even long after his death his name was thought 
to add lustre to the instruments of the church; for, about the year 976, Egelricus, 
abbot of Croyland, gave the name of Guthlac to a remarkably fine bell “*, 
which (with many more) he gave to the use of this church. Waldenus, 
who was elected abbot of Croyland, A. D. 1124, translated the reliques of St. 
Cuthlac hither in the first year of King Stephen; and Robert de Grandineto , 
a man of no less wealth than piety, in order to form a repository for these (in 
those days inestimable) curiosities, procured a most costly eine for their recep- 
tion, exquisitely worked, and adorned with gold, silver, and precious stones. 
We have seen that over the West gate of the church of Croyland, among the 
images of many Ing, abbots, and eminent men, is the statue of St. Guthiac . 
with a whip and a knife (as he is generally painted), being express emblems of 
the pains, penalties, and austerities, he subjected himself unto during the course of 
his retired and religious life h. Not far East from this abbey, upon a little hillock, 
is a remnant of a small stone cottage, called Anchor-Church- House, where formerl 
stood a chapel, over the very spot in which this Saint had spent the time of his 
hermitage, and in which also at the expiration of his days he was deposited. It is 
not improbable that his labours were extended to the service and benefit of all who 
were within the reach of his doctrine and conversation; and that he preached up 
the principles of religion and piety to all such devout hearers as flocked to him 
for that purpose. There is a cross, called St. Guthlac's eross , of which at present 
remains only the base, on the side of a bank, near to Brother-House and Cloot- 
Bar, between Spalding and Croyland, from being one of those boundaries usually 
erected to mark the possessions of the abbey of Croyland, and correspond with 
three others, whose names seem to be their only remains. | 
Such a veneration had this eminent man acquired by his virtues, that any thing 
relating to him was deemed to possess, inherently as it were, a greater proportion 
of sanctity than common. Thus his sister Pega had a religious house dedicated to 
her in the county of Northampton **; but it was demolished in very early times, 
and the revenues of it absorbed probably by the —_ ones of Peterborough ab- 
bey. The site of this little foundation was within the district of a village, which 
evidently appears to have been indebted to her for its name, and is now called 
Pea-kirk, i. e. Pega's Church, and hes in the hundred of Nassaburgh. Nor was 
the monastery of Croyland without some Kind of proof that bore witness of their 
endeavours to preserve the memory of this their patron's near relation; for, Egel- 
ricus their abbot ++, having (among many other large donations to his house) 
iven them a new and fine cast of bells, dignified one of them with the name of 
ega; doubtless out of respect to that family of which their tutelary Saint was a

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shining member; an evident proof that the ecclesiastics of that age were as well 
— with gratitude, and complaisance also, as their successors have since 
n. | 
Nor was this regard confined absolutely to the family of St. Guthlac ; for even 
those who received their education from Lis hand, and had been so fortunate as to 
have been brought up at the feet of this Gamaliel, were thought to deserve a par- 
ticular remembrance on that account. Thus his disciple Becceline * had another 


bell of the same peal inscribed to his memory likewise, as well as St. Bartholomew, 


who had so often protected our Saint in the several dangers he had been exposed 
to in his solitary recess. 

Even distant parts of the kingdom were not unacquainted with the singular me- 
Tits of this Christian hero; for, for he had not only the honour of being one of the 
three patrons of the abbey of Croyland, but (as 1 have been informed by a very 
learned friend, deeply conversant in church antiquities ) there was a nunnery in 
the county of Chester dedicated to him. 

As a farther instance of the universal esteem St. Guthlac had acquired, I find 
that in the year 883 7, a national council was held at London, in which, we are 
told d, remarkable privileges were granted to his monastery of Croyland, and par- 


ticularly that of sanetuary for such criminals as should fly thither, and put them- 


selves under the protection of St. Guthlac; and this great privilege is said to have 
been procured by the favour of Witlaff, a tributary king of Mercia, | 
I shall add one more proof of the respect paid to him and his memory by after- 


ages: for, in a deed of donation to the monastery of Croyland, he is mentioned 


in conjunction with no less a name than that of the Supreme Maker and Director 
of all things. The deed itself runs thus: | 

« Sciant, &c. quod ego, Hugo de Lambert, dedi, &c. Deo, & Sancto Guthlaco,

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The possessions of this monastery consisted of the whole isle of Croyland, which 
may properly be so called, as it is inclosed by deep bogs and pools, except on 
the North and East sides, and even these approaches to it are not the most com- 
modious. The singular and retired situation of this spot of land was heretofo 
the parent of many strange appearances of demons and spirits; but, the writers 
of those times inform us, they were all expelled by the piety and authority ↄf St. 
Guthlac. * | 

Whether the monastery of Croyland in course of time attracted any endowments 
that had been made by munificent benefactors to the hermitage of St. Guthlac, I 
cannnot say ; but I have met with the following mention of it in an inquisition 
taken in the reign of Richard II. 

e Inquisitio capta apud burgum Sancti Petri, &c. quod non est ad dampnum regis,

Whether there is any error in the date of this inquisition, or whether the pre- 
mises were granted as abovementioned without permission so to do (which is not 
probable, as the inquisition must have been returned), J am not able to declare; 
nevertheless, the following record appears to have been made two years aſter the 
date of the beforementioned inquisition : at

It is not unlikely but that this second proceeding was intended to supply the de- 
ficiency of licence to alien in the former donation; or else we must suppose the 
former grant was not intended to take effect till the abovementioned authority to 
make it was procured. |

Among the antient deeds and papers of the Cottonian Collection, which, by the 
attention of Mr. Ayscough, have lately been arranged, there was found a Roll of 
paintings in rounds, exhibiting the principal events in the life of this Saint, and 
expressive of the skill of our Saxon ancestors in history-painting. The first of these 
rounds, being divided in two by time or accident, seems to represent the Saint 
with his name over him, in a fortified place or camp, among his military comrades, 
whom in the next compartment he is quitting with an air of precipitation and 
horror. They are habited in mail, with round helmets furnished with the nasal or 
visor down, small- pointed shields charged with devices and long heavy spears, and 
are leading their several horses. Over them is written, Com'ilitones Guthlaci, and 
over him, Guthlac',- and Guthlac recedit ab exercitu suo.

The bishop who performs the tonsure, but has no name inserted here, was pro- 
bably Hedda, or Eathed, who filled the see of Lichfield, and united it to that of 
Sidnacester, from 692 to 721, and dedicated the church of Lichfield, A. D. 700 &. 
The garment suspended on a beam is probably the clerical one which Guthlac was 
about to assume. 

No sooner was the holy man received into the bosom of the church, than he de- 
termined to lead an eremetical life, of which he had imbibed a particular relish 
during the fourteen years he lived at Repton, and hastened away to Croyland. His 
voyage thither is the subject of the second of these rondeaux, where he appears 
with a book in his left hand, in a masted vessel, steered by a person of the name 
of Tathwinus, and rowed by a single paddle. Whether the first of these was the 
same Tatwine of the province of Mercia, and afterwards archbishop of Canter- 
bury, 731, having been a presbyter of the monastery of Briodun ||, does not 


appear. 

81 when Guthlac was inquiring concerning the river and fen, and town 
of Gronte and its inhabitants, Tatwin was present, and gave him an account of an 
island in a remote solitary place, which several persons had in vain attempted to 
inhabit, but were obliged to abandon by the frightful appearances they had seen 
there. This but awakened Guthlac's curiosity; and he hastened in a fishing-boat, 
under the divine guidance, to this solitary island, then called Crowland. No r- 
son before him had ventured to live there alone. He landed on the festival of St. 
Bartholomew, whom he chose for his patron **.

The last compartment left St. Guthlac taking his passage to Croyland. 

The present represents him building himself a chapel there, having before erected 
a cottage in a hollow on the side of a hill, which cavity seems to have been formed 
by persons digging there for treasure, possibly supposed to have been concealed in 
the retreat of the neighbourhood from the fury of invaders— 

Guthlacus edificit gibi capellam. 

He is employed in drawing up the stones in a basket, which a workman above 
takes hold of, his trowel lying behind him: the altar, with its covering and the

stone. 

In this solitary retreat it was not long before Guthlac found himself assailed by 
the Devil, who set before him the whole of his past evil life in such strong colours, 
that he was almost driven to despair. In this melancholy situation he continued 
three days; at the end of which time, as he was singing, In my distress I 
called upon the Lord, &c.” St. Bartholomew appeared to him in the broad light 
of morning, assuring him of his constant protection and support. From this time 
the grand adversary changed his mode of attack. The drawing represents an angel 
accompanying St. Bartholomew; and this seems implied in the words of his bio- 
gropher, * cum celeste adjutorium angelice lueis adventasse presentisset, &c.”

One day, while St. Guthlac and his friend St. Bartholomew were in earnest con ver- 
sation together, two devils, in human form, suddenly presented themselves, and joined 
them, suggesting a habit of fasting to the hermit, who, forthwith gering their de- 
sign, put them to flight. Shortly after, he found himself assailed, during his nightly 
prayer, by an host of unclean spirits, who, insinuating themselves through every 
crack and crevice of the building, filled the whole with their ugly shapes. They 
had fierce countenances, terrible figures, great heads, long necks, lean faces, 
ghastly complexions, dirty beards, hairy ears, sour fronts, savage eyes, stinking 
mouths, teeth hke horses, fire-belching throats, blubber lips, hoarse voices, burnt 
locks, puffed cheeks, high chests, scaley thighs, bowed knees, crooked legs, swoln 
ancles, distorted feet, wide mouths; and uttered dissonant clamours. In an instant 
they bound the holy man hand and foot, and, hurrying bim out of his cell, 
plunged him in the mire of the fen, and dragged him through the bushes, tear- 
ing his limbs. After they had made him pass the partof the night in these 
trials, they gave him a little respite, and comma him to quit the On 
his stedfast refusal, beat bim with iron whips, and then raised him op aloft in 
the air,*which to the North was darkened by horrible flights of unclean spirits, 
who hurried him away to the very mouth of hell, and gave him a view of its 
varied torments. They were even on the point of thrusting Guthlac into it, when 
his friend St. Bartholomew appeared for his rescue, and commanded them to con- 
vey him back to his cell. | | |

This instrument of mortification of himself, and rebuke of the evil spirits, is 
the constant emblem or device of Guthlac. It appears in the hand of his statue 
on the beautiful West front of his abbey church ; and under the feet of the image 
is a demon crushed. It was also adopted on the town-piece of Croyland, 1670. 
This cireumstance is not, however, noticed in the life of him by Felix, which so 
well illustrates the drawings.

The 9th rondeau represents the trial to which Guthlac himself was put by the 
appearance of innumerable forins of beasts, wild and tame, assumed by evil spirits. 
A roaring lion, a bellowing bull, a raging bear, and various other animals, uttering 
their sounds, and putting themselves into the most terrific postures. These are 

here represented as uniting the human form with that of beast and bird; and the 
Saint, . seized bay the foremost, is giving him the discipline of his whip.

The subject of the following rondeau is the dispossession of Egga, one of the 
attendants on Ethelbald in his exile, who, by the power of an evil spirit, was de- 

rived of his speech and mental faculties, though retained the Tod use of his 
imbs. His relations, fearing it might terminate in incurable madness, brought him 
to Guthlac ; and no sooner had he fastened the holy man's girdle round his waist, 
than he felt himself perfectly freed from his malady, and, by constantly wearing it, 
continued ever after undisturbed by the devil.

The hermit's name is over his head; and that of the patient over his, Egga. + 

Guthlac had before dispossessed a young man named Hennefred, of a good fa- 
mily among the East Angles; who one day, as he was sitting in his father's 
house, was suddenly seized with an evil spirit, and transported to such excesses that 
nobody could come near or confine him. He had killed three men who had at- 
tempted it, and had continued in this deplorable state four years, without relief 
from any religious persons. The fame of our hermit's miracle having reached his 

arents, at length they determined to send him bound to Croyland. Guthlac led 
Ei into his oratory, and continued in fasting and prayer three days. On the 
third day at sun- rise he sprinkled him with holy water, and, breathing in his face, 
instantly repelled the influence of the evil spirit, who never after molested the

The roll which has recorded so much of the life of Guthlac passes next to his 
ordination to the priesthood on the following occasion. Headda, who filled the see 
of Winchester from 677 to 705, cawe to pay him a visit, accompanied by his li- 
brarian Wigfrid, who undertook to determine on the sincerity of the Saint's pro- 
fessions, and to distinguish between them and the pretensions of certain Scottish 
bermits to godliness and the gift of prophecy, and other religious qualifications. 
Guthlac having acquitted himself in a manner satisfactory to the prelate, Headda, 
in the midst of the conversation, entreated him to undertake the sacerdotal office: 

the hermit assenting, the bishop first consecrated the church, and then ordained 
Guathlac priest. 

The bishop pontifically habited, with the word pontifer written behind him, lays- 
his right hand on the head of Guthlac; who, kneeling, holds in his hands a chalice, 
as it is usual to represent priests of all ranks on their monumental brasses. Behind 
the bishop is an altar, covered with a cloth, and having on it a chalice. Behind 
the new-made priest are five ministers of religion, two of them in their proper ha- 
bits, holding books: the other three are barely seen by their heads above the 
others; but all, like Guthlac himself, shew the tonsure. The foremost has an open 


book, containing the ceremonial of consecration, and wears a rich dalmatic, 


fastened at the breast by a splendid fibula, shaped like a quatrefoil. Over the 
bishop is, 
wants ; 'Guthlac' gacerdotium suscipit a Yedda ep'o Wintonengi. 

The twelfth rondeau contains the interview between Guthlac and King Ethel- 
bald, who bad been driven from his daminions by King Ceolred, and overcome 
with fatigue, retreated to his hermitage. The holy man administered to him all 
the comforts of assurance that Providence would not forsake him, but restore him 
to his throne, and grant him victory over all his enemies. We see him here sit- 
ting in his chapel before the altar, with a book, probably the Bible, in his left 
hand, and wifl: his uplifted right earnestly inculcating its doctrines and promises 
on the exiled monarch, who listens to him with attention; while behind him sits, 
equally attentive, a young man, probably the companion of his troubles.

On the fourth day, which was 
Easter-day, he received the holy elements of bread and wine (for the Saxon chureh 
communed in both kinds), and preached to his friend with uncommon perspicuity. 
On the seventh day, Beecelinus visiting him, about the sixth honr, found him lying 
in a corner of the oratory over against the altar, but would not disturb him with talk- 
ing to him : but, on asking him for his last commands, the man of God, raising 
his weary body a little from the wall, and sighing, delivered his last directions, to 


be given to his sister Pega, concerning his funeral, and other matters. In the 


- night after this he expired. | 

The fourteenth rondeau represents him in the article of death, his soul received 
by angels; who attended with divine hymns, a pillar of light like a tower of fire 
reaching from Earth to Heaven, filling the room, to use the words of Guthlac's 
biographer. His friend immediately conveyed the news of his death to his sister, 
who, three days after, agreeably to his directions, deposed his body in the earth 
in his oratory. * - |

The fifteenth rondeau represents Beccelinus carrying the last orders of Guthlac 
to his sister Pega, who is stepping into a boat, with her attendant, an holy man 
carrying a book and leaning on a crutch, to go to Croyland, to fulfiier brother's 
4 After she had been there three days, and performed the usual offices 
for his departed soul, on the third she deposited him in the ground in his oratory. 

This ceremony is the subjeet of the sixteenth rondeau, where we see her at the 
head of the body swathed up, depositing it in a handsome ornamented coffin, su- 

rscribed Corpus Guthlac, on a bier, whose legs are seen under it. She is assisted 

y three men, one of whom holds in his left hand a book, out of which he repeats 
the service; while, with a crosier in his right, he is incensing the body.

of the two concluding rondeaux, Ne 17 contains the legend of Guthlac's ap- 


pearing to King Ethelbald, founder of Croyland abbey, to whom he had been 


confessor while he was only Earl of Mercia, and who was driven to a corner of 
the kingdom by the intrigues of his cousin Ceolred, the reigning prince, from 709 
to 716. In this retirement, hearing of the death of Guthlac, be came to his 
grave, and offered up his prayers, with tears, soliciting his intercession. One night, 
as he lay in a cottage formerly inhabited by the holy man, just as he had closed 
his eyes, he was awaked by an extraordinary light, and the figure of Guthlac in 
radiant garments, who gave his suppliant the most comfortable assurances of bei 
restored to his throne, and enjoying long life; and, as a token of the event, he 
mised him, before the third hour, unexpected supplies of provision should be 
Drought to the inhabitants of this place; which fell out accordingly. 
The king, whose name is written over his head, is represented EE before 
the tomb; while his attendants are sleeping behind, over whose heads the vision 


re-ascends. The Saint appears to him pointing with the index- finger of his right 


hand; and holding in his left a box, or shrine.

„ Upon laying the foundation of the new abbey church at Croyland, A. D. 1114, Alan de Croun

The figures rudely tricked on the outside of the Roll, marked © Y 6,” from 
which the rondeaux of Guthlac's life have been taken, represent, in thirteen com- 
partments, the History of Israel, as recorded in the First Book of Samuel. They 
are not ran in the exactest order, as will be seen by the explanation. 

1. The first compartment is too imperfect to be ascertained with precision, but 
may represent the delivery of Hannah of her son Samuel. 

2. — accompanied by her husband Elkanah and a female friend, or 
haps his other wife Peninnah, offering her son Samuel to the bigh priest Eli for 

the service of the Lord: the heads of the three bullocks, and the measure of flour, 
which she brought with him, are at her feet, and the bottle of wine in her hand. 

3. Samuel assisting Eli, and ministering before the Lord, with the censer, and 
his mother bringing him his little coat '?. | | 

4. The battle between Israel and the Philistines in Ebenezer and Aphek, 
wherein the former were defeated ls, and the ark taken ““. 

5. The death of Eli, in r of hearing of this defeat, when he fell 
from his seat and brake his neck ls; and perhaps the woman may be his daughter- 
in-law, who fell into labour, and died on the spot 16. 

The sixth eompartment represents the fall of the statue of Dagon, when the ark 
was placed in the temple V. 

7. The return of the ark, the kine which drew it taking the straight way to Beth- 
shemesh, whose inhabitants were reaping wheat-harvest in the roller; and lift up 
their eyes, and saw the ark, and rejoiced- to see it 18. LF
